HomeWord 

The unfortunate fact about word 
processors is that it takes time to learn 
how to use them—more time than a cas- 
ual user wants to invest. There is a mar- 
ket for a word processor that is quick to 
master and easy to use. Sierra On-Line 
produces Screen Writer II, one of the 
most popular word processors for the 
Apple. Their newest product is Home 
Word, a program that is easier to use 
than a game. 

Home Word uses icons— pictorial repre- 
sentations—instead of control codes for 
most commands. It is specifically designed 
for a casual user—someone who just wants 
to write letters, simple papers, and memos. 

After you boot the program, the 
screen is divided into three areas—the 
text page, the icon area, and an area

representing what a completed page will 
look like. There are six main icons: 
Print, a printer; Edit, a page; File, a file 
cabinet; Format, a ragged page with an 
arrow leading to a neatly organized 
page; Customize, a question mark; and 
Disk Utilities, a floppy disk. A joystick or 
cursor keys move a frame over an icon. 
You hit RETURN or a joystick button to 
enter the selected mode. A second icon 
display replaces the first. At each com- 
mand level, there are more icons. 


Editing 

As text is entered, a representation of 
the finished product is shown in the 
lower right of the screen. Words are 
small dots separated by tiny spaces. This 
area is updated after every few key- 
strokes. The icons are replaced by a 
graphic display of free disk space and 
free memory. 

HomeWord has many features found 
on more expensive and more com- 
plicated word processors. Global and lo- 
cal search and replace, underlining, 
boldface text, and print spooling and 
formatting are all here. Text can be 
taken from one file and inserted wher- 
ever you decide. A rudimentary outline 
generator is included for marking off 
specific areas of text with “bullets.” The 
text can be previewed on screen before 
printing, giving you an idea of what the 
final copy will look like. 


Documentation 

I saw only the preliminary docu- 
mentation, but that was fine, because 
Home Word doesn't need documentation. 
Keep it as a reference, and learn Home- 
Word by using it. An instruction cassette 
is included. To use it, connect your 
cassette player to the Apple cassette 
I/O. The cassette player can be tumed 


on and off with the joystick or cursor 
keys. 

I like Home Word. I use it instead of 
Apple Writer if | want to write a letter to 
friends or a memo. Home Word will have 
enormous success in banishing fear of 
computers. It is almost too easy to use! 

Of course HomeWord will never re- 
place Apple Writer or Screen Writer II. It 
isn’t intended to do that. We all know 
people who don’t use a computer because 
they think it is too complicated. Home Word 
will change that. The students in a third 
grade class had no problems using this 
software. Within an hour, they were writing 
short essays and letters without having 
any instructions or documentation on 
Home Word. | think that is the real test of 
user-friendly software. 


Bank Street Writer 


Bank Street Writer was the first of what 
was soon to become an overflowing cate- 
gory of word processor: a low-cost, ex- 
tremely easy-to-use system, designed so 
that even a child could use it. 

Though it was the very first, Bank Street 
Writer remains among the best. Developed 
in conjunction with a research and design 
team from the Bank Street College of 
Education, Bank Street Writer was de- 
signed to embody the word simplicity, 
and it does so quite admirably. 

And although it has been designed for 
ease of use by children, Bank Street Wniter 
is quite capable of producing professional 
results with any short document. Up to 
about 2300 words can be stored in any 
single text file. Of course, files can be 
linked, so that larger documents can be 
stored. 

The top of the Bank Street Writer screen 
always displays the choices which are avail-

able to the user. Among these are options 
to delete or undelete, move blocks of 
text, find and replace character strings, 
save, kill, rename, and print files. All of 
these modes can be selected straight- 
forwardly by moving the highlighted bar 
to the desired choice, then pressing 
RETURN. It is that simple, and becomes 
second nature very quickly. 

We cannot imagine any features to 
demand of a $70 word processor that are 
missing from this package. Working with 
Bank Street Writer is a pleasure, and if 
that pleasure rubs off on your kids, they 
will undoubtedly do better in school. We 
remember two-finger typing the wrong 
letter in our first tries at a typewriter—then 
feverishly straining to alter the sentence 
to fit the typo. Childish indeed, but too 
much of today’s world runs in just that 
way — bending the intention to match the 
error. It is a priceless lesson to teach your 
children otherwise, and Bank Street Wnter 
presents an invaluable tool with which to 
do so.

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The ESC key is the heart of command 
generation. ESC followed by a cursor key 
selects commands. When editing text, ESC 
and a cursor key selects the type of editing 
you wish to perform. 

Control keys are also used, and for the 
most part, are mnemonic. CTRL-C “cuts” 
text into a buffer, CTRL-P “pastes” the 
text into place. CTRL-S moves the cursor 
to the start of the text, while CTRL-E 
moves it to the end. Text insertion is 
type-over, rather than push-ahead. 

All of these commands are also available 
via a menu at the bottom of the screen. 
You don't have to use a control sequence 
if you don’t want to. 

Printing is the most complex area of 
word processor use. You can often spend 
more time configuring a printer than you 
did learning how to edit. Cut and Paste 
uses a simple method for determining 
printing needs. Since people measure pages 
in inches, and not in characters-per-inch, 
so does Cut and Paste. 

The Cut and Paste print function is 
intelligent enough to remove windows 
(single lines which belong to a paragraph 
on another page). Not even a full-featured 
word processor such as Apple Writer can 
do that! 

Cut and Paste is a word processor for 
people who need to write short letters, 
memos, and school papers. If you use a 
typewriter for these jobs, Cut and Paste is 
powerful enough for you. Using this word 
processor is almost as much fun as playing 
one of Electronic Arts’ games.

While Lotus /-2-3 is actually an inte- 
grated package consisting of both spread- 
sheet and graphics software. we prefer to 
think of it as an enhanced spreadsheet. 

As a spreadsheet, it permits up to 2048 
rows and 256 columns with the maximum 
number of cells limited only by the memory 
of the computer. Layout and labeling is 
excellent with individually variable width 
columns, label centering, automatic dollar 
signs, and negative numbers designated 
by either — or parentheses. 

It has a wide choice of built-in functions 
including those for calculating net current 
value, rate of retum. average, percentage. 
log, max and min, as well as many other 
financial, statistical, trigonometric, and 
arithmetic functions. 

1-2-3 is able to replicate rows, columns. 
or blocks; it can also insert and sort rows

But perhaps the major advantage of J- 
2-3 is its ability to automatically produce 
bar, line, pie, and x-y charts and print 
them on either a printer or plotter.

Original VisiCale for the Apple was an 
instant hit when it was released in 1979, 
and it spawned more than 30 imitators in 
the ensuing four years. Now, VisiCorp 
has designed an updated version for the 
Apple Ile, VisiCalc Advanced Version. 

This version has the features of most of 
its competitors, and then some. The width 
of columns can be individually varied; 
tabs set within a cell; text aligned to the 
left, right, or center; commas displayed 
in long numbers; numbers preceded by + 
or -; trailing zeros suppressed; and much 
more. 

Advanced VisiCalc has table lookup 
and a full range of conditional! (logic), 
financial, arithmetic, trig, and log functions. 
In the financial area, it can calculate rate 
of return, future value, interest or discount 
rate, and current value. 

It is one of the few spreadsheets that 
can number pages and put a title on each 
page. It can also activate special printer 
features. 

The documentation is excellent. and it 
has a useful on-screen “help” facility, quick 
reference guide, and command chart. 

The main limitation is in the hardware 
requirements: an Apple Ile with 128K 
and 80-column card.

UltraFile 


UltraFile is a file manager program of 
classic design, i.e., only one file can be 
open or accessed at a time. This limitation 
is significant only if you have a complex 
inventory, accounting. or business system 
which requires the integration and simul- 
taneous updating of several files. For most 
applications, UltraFile is more than ade- 
quate. 

UltraFile is divided into four modules: 
Design, Update, Report, and Graphs: in 
the floppy disk version, one disk is allo- 
cated to each of these functions. The 
program is huge and takes nearly one

megabyte of disk space. Despite this, disk 
swapping is a minor inconvenience and 
each disk can be booted independently. 
Of course, the entire program can be 
stored on a Winchester drive and that. is 
the recommended way to go. 

UltraFile uses a wide variety of menus 
and sub-menus to guide you through an 
impressive array of tasks including file 
design, data entry, data search (browse 
and question), report generation, graphics, 
indexing, and sorting. 

This is one of the few database packages 
with graphics; it can produce bar charts 
(two- or three-dimensional), area graphs. 
and line graphs. 

The documentation includes both an 
excellent tutorial section and a reference 
section. 

UliraFile works well and is easy to use; 
the built-in graphics are an added attract- 
ion. If you are in the market for a general 
purpose file manager that is versatile. 
capable. and relative foolproof. you would 
be hard pressed to beat UltraFile. 


Fast Facts 


Fast Facts is a screen-oriented file 
management program similar to PFS-File. 
Indeed, Fast Facts has a similar design 
philosophy to PFS:File and, thus. many 
similarities. However, it offers many 
features that set it apart from its progenitor. 
PFS-File. 

Unlike most database programs, forms 
and fields are defined at the same time. 
This gives Fast Facts several advantages 
over the more conventional design which 
limits fields to 64 characters or so. In 
particular. an entire form could be one 
long text field if you so desire. You can 


also search on any word or phrase, regard- 
less of the number of forms in a record. 

Form design (and redesign. if necessary) 
is very easy. although the “data read” 
portion of the redesign process is very 
slow. Data entry is straightforward and 
data search is also easy and fast. 

Fast Facts can produce three reports: 
Quick Print prints only the first 12 char- 
acters from the first five fields of each 
record. It is useful to get a quick fix on a 
file. Using Custom Report you can design 
columnar reports with computed fields, 
e.g., add a column of numbers. And. as 
its name suggests, Mailing Label produces 
them in practically any format. 

Fast Facts uses the DIF format, so it 
can interchange data with VisiCalc. Lotus 
/-2-3, and other programs using this format.

in just the manner a child would be taught 
in school. The child, having seen the picture 
and heard the verse read aloud, enters 
the appropriate letter from the keyboard, 
which begins the letter drawing process, 
complete with entertaining sound effects.

“and up” age range. 

We like Dragon's Keep. It uses a popular 
game format to develop skills rather than 
just drill them, and although it seems to 
be designed for home use, it could certainly 
be useful in the classroom as a cooperative 
venture. 


Spectrum Science 
Series 


In the six elementary science learning 
packages from Spectrum Software, the 
computer is used to channel the student's 
observation of science materials and 
pictures included with the packages.

porcelain streak plate, three hardness test 
squares, and set of rock name cards for 
$35. 

The first lesson consists of 27 questions 
and covers the properties of rocks and 
minerals. Questions 1 through 16 can be 
answered simply by examining the 18 rock 
samples. The next three questions require 
the use of the streak plate. The last eight 
questions require the use of the hardness 
squares (plastic, steel. and glass) to arrive 
at a hardness rating. 

Lesson 2 uses a clever algorithm to 
help you determine the name of each 
rock, and Lesson 3 consists of 25 questions 
about the uses of rocks. Finally, Lesson 4 
presents 20 review questions. some of which 
are easy and straightforward, and others 
of which require you to really know your 
rocks.

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establish your ability in each of the areas 
of study: math, verbal, and TSWE. For 
the sake of comparison, let’s take a look 
at what the verbal test has to offer. 

The verbal test is broken down into 


[section #5 QUESTION #1 
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four sections, each of which is separately 
loaded from disk and presented in two 
parts; opposites, sentence completion, 
analogies, and reading comprehension. 
In each section of the test you are pre- 
sented with a question and provided 
with five possible answers. You must 
complete all four sections before your 
test will be scored.

normal game speed). Blasting can be used 
to create an exit or to trap the Bungeling 
guards, who can be crushed if they fall in 
and are unable to escape in time. While 
contact with a guard usually means death 
for the commando, he can walk freely 
upon trapped guards as though they were 
part of the floor. 

Running, jumping, climbing, and avoid- 
ing enemy guards, the player must re- 
trieve chests of gold scattered throughout 
the treasury. Recovering all of the gold in 
a scene causes a special ladder that leads 
to the next level to appear. 

With 150 different screens each of 
which requires a different strategy to 
complete, Lode Runner offers a seemingly 
endless challenge. Even when played for 
hours on end, dozens of scenes still remain 
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to be explored. Moreover, a strong ad- 
diction builds in struggling to reach new 
screens. 


This game requires more thought than 
the typical action game, especially at the 
higher levels. Some screens were so in- 
volved that I paused to examine them for 
nearly a minute before taking action. 

The only weakness of this program is a 
minor one. At the start of every scene or 
after the player is killed, the video display 
slowly takes a circular form, closes in 
aperture to a central point, and then 
opens again. This action takes approx- 
imately ten seconds and soon becomes 
unpleasantly repetitive. 


Lode Runner is not only a fascinating 
game but also a powerful game building 
utility. “Generator mode” allows players 
to create their own scenes. This involves 
moving the cursor to various screen 
positions and then designating what 
should occupy them. The process, which 
uses single keystrokes, is fast and easy to 
learn.

Miner 2049’er 


Big Five, one of the leading software 
producers for the TRS-80, has introduced 
its first Atari 400/800 arcade game, Miner 
2049 er. When I heard that the folks at 
Big Five were attempting to write an Atari 
program, I was a bit skeptical. After all, 
these guys know the TRS-80, not the Atari. 
After playing Miner 2049¢er, I realized 
that my worry was for naught—Miner 
2049 er promises to be one of the most 
popular Atari programs in any software 
library. 

Miner 2049 er is written entirely in 
machine language by the president of Big 
Five, Bill Hogue. The whole program is 
crammed into a huge 16K ROM cartridge. 

When you first see Miner, you can't 
help making comparisons between it and 
Donkey Kong. Miner 2049 er is similar to 
Nintendo's coin-op game in that they are 
both multi-level games in which the player 
jumps and scuttles about on a building 
framework. From there on, Miner proves 
to be much more than a variation of 
Donkey Kong. 

Whether you are playing a one- or two- 
player game, your character, Bounty Bob, 
is controlled using one standard Atari 
joystick plugged into jack 1. To move 
Bob left, right, up. or down, simply point 
the joystick in the appropriate direction. 
To jump straight up, press the red fire 
button. If you want to jump from one 
place to another, you must be moving in 
the direction you want to jump when you 
press the button. 

Whereas Donkey Kong has only four 
screens, Miner has a stupefying ten sepa- 
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rate boards, each with a different sce- 
nario. In general, the object is to control 
Bounty Bob and “claim” all of the mine 
stations. Whenever you walk along sec- 
tions of framework in the mine, the pieces 
under your feet will turn solid in color. 
To claim a station and advance to the 
next one, you must fill in every section of 
framework. 

Bounty Bob can die in a number of 
ways, the most common of which is to 


run into a mutant organism. These crea- 
tures roam the mines in hopes of making 
your visit a short one. Falling too great a 
distance will also prove lethal, as will mis- 
calculating a jump. 

In addition to the deadly mutant crea- 
tures, every mine station has specific 
hazards that you must avoid (such as 
pulverizers, explosives, and slides). Scat- 
tered throughout the mine are various 
articles that have been lost by previous 
expeditions. To grab these objects, sim- 
ply touch them. Points are awarded, and 
for a short time the mutants will turn 
green. While green, a mutant dies if you 
touch it. 

As if dealing with all of these dangers is 


not enough, poor Bounty Bob must also 
race against time. Located at the top center 
of the screen is the “Miner Timer.” If this 
timer reaches zero, Bob dies. Should you 
complete the station before time runs out, 
you are awarded the number of points 
remaining on the timer. 

The limited sound effects are probably 
the weakest part of Miner. That is not to 
say that the audio is poor; it is just not up 
to the current standards for the Atari. 
Let's give a novice Atari programmer a 
little time to learn some of the better 
tricks for producing exhilarating sound 
effects. 

The graphics in the game of Miner are 
detailed and very colorful. To guard against 
repetition, the color of the framework 
changes from station to station as well as 
from game to game. One of the most 
dazzling visual effects I have seen on the

Atari is the animation of Bounty Bob de- 
materializing as he teleports from platform 
to platform using the elevators. Miner 
does not push the Atari to its full graphics 
potential. but it more than makes up for 
that in its limitless playability. 

As mentioned earlier, Miner 2049 er 
has ten independent mining stations (game 
boards). The first three sections are fairly 
easy to complete with practice, but the 
game gets much more difficult after that. 
Luckily, Bill sent me a copy of Miner that 
allowed me to “skip” to any station I 
wanted. If I hadn't received this special 
version of the program, I doubt that I 
would ever have seen what lies beyond 
the fifth station. 

If you are skillful enough to accumulate 
a high score, you can add your name to 
the high score table. Unfortunately, the 
scores disappear when you pull the car- 
tridge from the slot. 

A multitude of stations and ever- 
increasing difficulty make Miner a game 
that is virtually impossible to master. Miner 
2049 er is a great game—no doubt about 
it. 


Jumpman 


The hero of Jumpman is a small white 
figure whose mission is to disarm bombs 
placed in locations of varying accessibility 
on the playscreen. To disarm the bombs, 
he has only to touch them, but to get to 
them he must often climb ladders and 
leap gaps in the girders on which he climbs. 

Each of the 30 screens is different. Each 
has a different arrangement of girders, 
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ropes, ladders, and bombs, and each has 
a different hazard that must be avoided. 
Hazards include “intelligent” bullets that 
go out of their way to find you, vampires, 
bats. hailstones, and “jumping blocks.” 
You will lose many jumpmen experimenting 
and leaming your way around each screen, 
and even when you have mastered a given 
screen, you must remain alert for the 
unpredictable hazards. 

You earn points for each bomb that 
you disarm, and you can accumulate bonus 
points by moving swiftly and smoothly to 
complete a screen before the bonus timer 
runs out. The top ten scores and bonus 
scores are saved on disk.

Frogger, however, lends itself much 
more to keyboard use than Crossfire. 
The responsiveness of both the joystick 
and the keyboard is outstanding. Your 
frog moves as fast as you can press the 
joystick or hit a key. 

The screen is split into two main 
parts, the highway and the river. The 
highway, the first obstacle to be *over- 
come, is located at the bottom of the 
screen. Situated in between the highway 
and the river is a narrow strip which in 
the lower levels offers refuge from dan- 
ger. In the higher levels this area is pa- 
trolled by a dangerous slithering snake. 
At the top of the screen is the river and 
your final destination—the lilypads. 

Much care has been taken in creating 
the Frogger graphics. The sprite anima- 
tion of the frog is extremely realistic. It 
looks much better than the arcade frog. 
Details such as the tread on the bull- 
dozers, which are made to look as if they 
are actually turning, are outstanding. 
The excellent three dimensional logs and 
the “Game Over” sign which glides 
across the screen atop a log make On- 
Line Frogger a great replica of 
the arcade version. 

As in the arcade version the music is 
non-aggressive and has a winsome mel- 
ody. Also, bonus points are awarded for 
gobbling insects, escorting ladies home 
to your lilypad, and completing a level.

Zaxxon 


The arcade game Zaxxon had its day 
in the sun about a year ago, and while it 
never achieved the fame and fortune of 
Defender or Pac-Man, it did attain a sort 
of cult status that remains to this day. 

In the game, you assume the role of a 
jet pilot strafing an enemy stronghold in 
space. You swoop over anti-aircraft guns, 
radar installations, fuel dumps, and missile 
silos, firing all the while. If you manage to 
survive a strafing run, you tussle with 
enemy aircraft in the blackness of space 
before heading into the next round of the 
game. 

It may sound as if Zaxxon is just another

shoot-em-up, but that is not the case at 
all. The thing that really makes Zaxxon 
fly is its graphics. The screen is a three- 
quarter view in solid multicolor with your 
jet and the background scenery rendered 
in three-dimensional perspective. As you 
fly, the terrain below scrolls by smoothly. 
Zaxxon in the arcade is a graphics tour 
de force. 

Certainly then, translating Zaxxon for 
home computers poses a very great chal- 
lenge. Packing all the features of the arcade 
version into a 48K or 64K machine is 
nearly an impossibility. In fact there is 
probably no better gauge of graphics, 
sound, and animation potential of a micro- 
computer than the quality of the Zaxxon 
available for it. 

The TRS-80 Color Computer version 
of Zaxxon won a gold medal in its category 
(see the review by Owen Linzmayer else- 
where in this issue). Apple and IBM 
versions have proved disappointing, and 
even the Atari version left something to 
be desired.

Then, long after the fact, and from a 
surprising source, the C-64 version of 
Zaxxon appeared. It is far and away the 
best version available for any home com- 
puter, and sports graphics and sound com- 
parable to the arcade version. 

When I first saw the game at the Synapse 
booth at Winter CES, I was convinced it 
was a videotape of the actual arcade game. 
When I realized it was, in fact, running 
on a C-64, I was amazed.

Pogo Joe 

Pogo Joe is a distant cousin of Q*bert, 
but unlike Q*bert, Pogo Joe bounces 
around on a pogo stick and is somewhat 
more ‘player friendly.” Moreover, he 
has 64 different screens on which to 
bounce around. 

The object of the game is to make 
Pogo Joe change the colors of the tops of 
groups of cylinders. You move him 
around with a joystick, and each time he 
jumps onto a cylinder it changes color. 
Unlike Q*bert, Pogo Joe is smart 
enough not to jump off the cylinders into 
the great void; if you push the joystick in 
a direction where no accessible cylinder 
exists, he will simply hop up and down. 
When all the tops are changed (later 
screens take two or three jumps to 
change a cylinder into the target color), 
a new screen appears. 

As each new screen appears, Pogo Joe 
materializes in a random location on top 
of a cylinder. Thus, it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to work out playing patterns, 
and the game presents a new challenge 
each time you play.

ors as they jump around. 

Each board has one or more flash 
tubes which, when jumped upon, ex- 
plode all the monsters and eggs on the 
screen at that time. Later boards have 
two or more transport tubes which move 
Pogo Joe to another transport tube when 
jumped upon. 

All monsters and eggs are worth 250 
points, and a bonus Pogo Joe is given for 
each 5000 points. The top ten scores are 
recorded on the disk. Just to give you 
some incentive, the game designer, Wil- 
liam F. Denman, Jr., has left two scores 
on the disk, 16,120 (which will soon dis- 
appear) and 207,900 (which will not). 

After the title screen, a menu screen 
appears which allows you to structure 
Pogo Joe for the number of players (one 
or two), joysticks, starting screen, speed 
of Pogo Joe (0 to 6), speed of monsters 
(O to 6), and whether monsters are al- 
lowed to double jump. The RUN/STOP 
key will pause the game at any point. 

Some of the boards present a greater 
challenge than just jumping. On board 5, 
Enzyme Stew, for example, the cylinders 
disappear after they are jumped upon. 
On board 10, Heart Like A Head, the cyl- 
inders are invisible until they are jumped 
upon. The names of the boards occa- 
sionally are descriptive, but more often 


just cute, for example, Mutant Street, 
Terror Lunch, Lopsided, Lumpy Gravy, 
Fish Head, The Pits, and ARRGH! 

The music and sound effects signal 
various events (losing a life, gaining a 
new life, birth of a monster, etc.) but we 
quickly tired of the rather short repet- 
itive tune that constantly plays in the 
background. But that is what the volume 
control is for. 

All in all, Pogo Joe is one of the most 
addictive and playable games we have 
seen. We tried the Commodore 64 


version, but we assume the Atari and 
IBM versions are similar. EN

We gave a lot of thought to awarding 
medals in the category of text adventure. 
A viable category, with respectable entries 
and respectable adherents. It seemed a 
natural thing to do, except for one in- 
teresting fact—all three medals would with- 
out question end up going to one company. 

Not to imply that this in itself would in 
any way influence our decision vis a vis a 
text adventure medal category, mind you. 
If the U.S. can sweep in a few compe- 
titions in the real Olympics, that will be 
fine with us. The problem was that while 
we were unanimous in our praise for In- 
focom, acknowledged master creators of 
the text adventure, we could not achieve 
a clear decision as to which package should 
win which award. Infocom was simply 
too good—they screwed up our system. 
Some among us felt a strong desire to 
give them more than three medals. But 
how can you give more than three medals 
without running out of metals? 

The situation tested our mettle. 

Hence a compromise. We will award 
no medals formally in this category; how- 
ever, we shall present Infocom with a 
plaque made of inlaid gold and silver ona 
bronze pedestal. We dare not pick one 
Infocom package over another. However 
we will allow the best of them to take a 
victory lap around the track. and give 
you a wave. 

Enchanter casts you as a rookie wizard 
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bent on deposing the foul and beastly 
warlock terrorizing the countryside. You 
have a beginner's book of spells, a mys- 
terious scroll, and not much more than a 
lot of enthusiasm with which to complete 
your quest. If fantasy is your kind of game, 
Enchanter, along with the now classic 
Zork series of adventures, are the names 
to remember. 

Infidel welcomes you to the sunny 
Sahara, where your archaeological ex- 
pedition has deteriorated into a sandy 
fracas. Your bearers are getting surly, 
needed equipment has failed to arrive, 
and you're feeling slightly delerious. Maybe 
you shouldn't have intercepted the phone 
call to the real archaelogist and set out 
with no experience. Will you find your 
way to the pyramid and the possible riches 
that await you? Or will you end up running 
home to mummy? 

Planetfall has the best sense of humor 
of any text adventure we have ever looked 
at and has an extremely original plot line. 
The mystery of this one is enhanced by 
the fact that the adventurer is not quite 
sure just what the objective of the game 
is. Intergalactic postcards packed with 
the game dare you to mail them out. 

Starcross leaves you floating in the depths 


of space without even a pod to pass in. If 
you are lucky, you may find your way 
into a derelict space station the size of an 
asteroid. Make some repairs to the ship 
or perish. Live, and treasures await 
you— perhaps something even greater than 
material riches. And remember, when in 
Wease, do as the weasels do. 


Suspended gives you the dubious honor 
of serving as the “central mentality” of 
Contra, a planet with some real problems. 
Using six rather moody robots, your job 
is to repair the damage done by your 
predecessor, which has all but doomed 
the planet.

better than using the Radio Shack joy- 
sticks. The Tandy sticks seem to have 
large dead zones which make delicate 
maneuvers difficult to perform. As always, 
this is a personal preference and you 
should experiment to determine which 
type of stick you feel most comfortable 
using. 

The thing that sets Zaxxon apart from 
all other arcade games is the unique three- 
dimensional view of the action. The inno- 
vative graphics are the selling point of 
both the coin-op and computer versions 
of Zaxxon. I didn't think that it was pos- 
sible, but the masters at DataSoft have 
made the Color Computer adaptation one 
of the best versions of Zaxxon for any 
computer or home game system. There is 
only one way to describe the graphics of 
Zaxxon: absolutely superlative. 

As your fighter gracefully glides into 
the first fortress, the enemy bunkers come 
to life. Shooting rockets at your ship, 
these red pillboxes present problems if 
you remain close to the battlefield. The 
stationary enemy planes on the ground 
also fire at you. Use the gauge on the left 
side of your screen, as well as the shadow 
of your plane. to judge your altitude. 
Beware of the small black holes scattered 
along the surface; these are the openings 
of missile silos. The large circular tanks 
located in the fortress contain valuable 
fuel and shooting them replenishes your 
supply. All of these objects can be 
destroyed with a single shot, but you must 
avoid colliding with them. Also found in 
the fortress are radar dishes and force 
fields. The dishes are to be blown up, but 
you must either carefully sneak under or 
climb over the force fields. After weaving 
your way through the first fortress, you 
enter space. 

In outer space. you must dispose of a 
series of enemy fighter planes. If you 
destroy a complete squadron (20 planes) 
before the second fortress appears. you 
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earn bonus points. As you wrestle with 
the joystick, the planes diminish in size as 
they retreat into the distance and grow as 
they make daring attacks. After a prede- 
termined length of time, the second for- 
tress scrolls into view. This floating battle- 
field is much like the first, except that the 
enemy robot resides at the far end of this 
one. To destroy the robot, you must man- 
age six direct hits on its homing missile. 
Otherwise the missile is launched with 
you as its target! 

While the graphics are what really 
make this game excellent, the fine sound 
effects should not be overlooked. It may 
be true that “in space no one can hear 
you scream,” but they certainly can hear 
you explode. Whenever you lose a ship, 
you hear a dynamic blast from the speak- 
er. The other sound effects, such as sur- 
face explosions and the firing of your 
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Sands of Egypt 


rockets, seem deliberately muffled. 

If you are fairly good at the coin-op 
game, the Color Computer version of 
Zaxxon may prove somewhat easy. Those 
who are familiar with it should be happy 
to note that many of the editors here 
have commented that the Color Com- 
puter adaptation looks and plays better 
than the ColecoVision Zaxxon. Steve 
Bjork, the person who programmed the 
Color Computer version is in an awkward 
position: what can he do for an encore? 

One thing that may keep Zaxxon out 
of your reach is its rather lofty price tag. 
If $39.95 seems like a great deal of money, 
just think how much the licensing agree- 
ment must have cost. Unless you make it 
worth their while by buying the products, 
Color Computer software companies will 
probably not continue to produce 
standard-setting games such as Zaxxon.

coin-op games for almost every home com- 
puter except the TRS-80 Color Computer, 
there is no need to despair. Third-party 
software manufacturers have been, and 
will continue to crank out excellent arcade 
games for Radio Shack’s machine. One of 
the finest companies around is Tom Mix 
Software (yes, the president is actually 
named Tom Mix), and one of their best 
games is Buzzard Bait, a version of Joust. 

The object of Buzzard Bait is to use the 
joystick to fly your mount around the 
screen and unseat the enemy players who 
ride atop buzzards. To unseat an opponent, 
you must be above him when the two of 
you collide.

Zaxxon 


It was early in the morning when the 
postman arrived here at our Morris Plains 
editorial office. While looking through 
my mail, I noticed a small cardboard box 
from DataSoft. After casually peeling off 
the masking tape and opening the pack- 
age, I discovered a copy of Zaxxon for 


the Color Computer. Little did I realize 
that within this unassuming box was a 
product of such quality and excitement 
that the better part of an entire day would 
be devoted to playing the game. 

Until recently, the licensing of coin-op 
video games has been very limited in the 
computer field. We are just beginning to 
see some of the major software houses 
buying up the rights to produce home 
versions of the popular arcade games. 
Zaxxon, from DataSoft, is a member of 
this new breed of computer games. 


Zaxxon 
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The object of Zaxxon is to shoot and 
destroy a powerful enemy robot. To meet 
this robot, you must first pilot your fighter 
plane through a floating space fortress, 
battle up to 20 enemy jets in outer space, 
and then survive a flight through yet 
another fortress bristling with missile silos 
and enemy bunkers. It is no easy task. 

Zaxxon is designed for one or two 
people to play one at a time. Each player 
must use a separate joystick; a keyboard 
option is not offered. Pushing the stick 
forward causes your plane to dive rapidly, 
and pulling back makes the fighter climb. 
Many players feel that these “reverse” 
controls are strange, but that is exactly 
how most real airplanes react to the move- 
ment of a flight control stick. I find that
